The covered pens for harbor- 
ing sheep during the winter are open to 
the same objection, but in other respects 
they are perfect. There is very little 
stock in the buildings at the present 
time, and the foot and mouth disease has 
been so prevalent on the prince con- 
sort’s Shaw farm this summer that 
nothing has been shown from there. 
A short walk through the pastures at the 
back of Frogmore House takes one from 
the farm buildings tothe royal dairy, 
which is itself worth a visit when per- 
mizsion can be had.

Ante-Moiiem Statement of Prof. 
Garland--Possibility of Hus 
Recovery--Condition 
of His Wite. 


[New York Tribune. } 


The lat2st information in regard to the 
t-ezedy in. New Brunswick, N.J., on 
Monday, is that Prof. Garland will’ aur- 
vive the terrible injuries which he in- 
flicted upon himself. On Monday even- 
ing the physicians were so confident that 
he would die that they paid no attention 
to him, but gave their service to his 
wounded wife. An exfaination was 
made of the professor at alate hour. It 
was found that there was a bullet hole 
im the right temple, just back of the eye, 
which was protruded and discolored by 
the bullet; that the Jarynx was cut, the 
windpipe being partly severed; and that 
the top of the skull was broken in, the 
pieees of the skull pressing on the brain 
and causing the comatose condition of 
the professor which was mistaken fcr 
death. 

As soon as the pieces were removed 
the professor returned to consciousness. 
He first inquired as to the condition of 
his wife, and seemed to be pleased when 
assured that she would not die. The 
wounded man asked Coroner Kibbe not 
to permit any one to go to his store, and 
told him that he had written a letter be- 
fore doing the deed and had placed it in 
his desk. Dr. Baldwin then sewed to- 
gether he cuts in the throat, including 
the windpipe, and made a closer exami- 
nation of the skull. He found that the 
‘dura mater” was unbroken. The hole 
in the outer skull was about two inches 
in diameter. When the professor fired 
the shot he held the revolver off from his 
Lead about a foot distant and above it 
so that the bullet descended to his hea 
at an angle of about 45 degrees. The 
other bullet lodged in the bed. The bul- 
let did not touch the brain, but its exact 
location has not yet been ascertained. 
The following is the ‘‘ante mortem” 
statement of Prof. Garland, made to 
Coroner Kibbe: 

Lam conscious, and realize the danger 
of my condition; I was in my store this 
forenoon till 12 o’clock. I knew that 
my wife and children were going to 
leave me, and were then moving every- 
thing out of my house. These thoughts 
frenzied my mind, and just before twelve 
o'clock, I wrote the following note, and 
left it in my desk: 


Fripay, Sept. 20. 

My mind is distracted. My wife and 
children are taking all and jeaving me. 
It is hard after all these years ot toil, to 
see everything taken from me, especially 
my children, whom I love; but their 
hearts have been set against me by their 
mother, who has taught them to despise. 
Oh! God, what shall Ido? Have mercy, 
ob, Lord, upon me, and forgive me. Oh! 
Lord, help me! Iam left all alone; no 
‘home, no ft My wife has done 
her worst to kill me publicly, and told 
lies all over; of course the community 
believe her. I havenot told my story, 
nor shall I, for the sake of my es

American Young Men. 


American history represents maby rc- 
markuble instances of young men taking 
prominent and commanding stations zt 
an age which weuld be thuught very 
young in other countries, We subjoina 
few striking examples, from the list of 
those who have passed off the stage of 
human action: 

At the age of 29, Mr. Jefferson was 
ap ipfluentiai member of the legislature 
of Virginia. At 30, he was a member 
of the Virginia c onvention; at 32, a 
member of the continental congress: and 
at 34, he wrote the declaration of inde- 
pendence. 

Alexander Ilumilton was only twenty 
years of age when he was appointed a 
lieutenant-colonel in the army of the rev- 
olution, and aid-de-camp to Washing- 
ton. At twenty-five he was a member 
of the continental congress; at thirty he 
was one of the ablest members of the 
convention that framed the constitution 
of the United States; at thirty-two he 
was secretary of the treasury, and organ- 
ized that department upon so complete 
and comprehensive a plan, that no change 
has since been made upon it. 

John Jay, et the age of 29, was a mem- 
ber of the continental congress, and 
wrote an address to the see of Great 
Britain, which was justly regarded as 
one of the most eloquent productions of 
times. At 32, he prepared the constitu- 
tion of the State of New York, and ino 
the same year, was appointed Chief Jus- 
tice of the state. 

Washington was 27 years of age when 
he covered the retreat of the British 
troops at Braddock’s defeat; and the 
same year was honored by an appoint- 
ment as commander-in-chief of the Vir- 
ziniu forces. 

Joseph Warren, 29 years of age, when 
he delivered the miemorable address on 
the 5th of March, which aroused the 
spirit of patriotism and lib rty in that 
section of the country, and at last he 
gloriously fell in the cause of freedom 
on Bunker Hill. 

Fisher Ames, at the age of 27, had 
excited public attention by the ability he 
rae So in the discussion of questions 
of public interest.

tothe practical mind. In the 6th Art. 
3d ‘Sec. of the constitution of the state 
we find the followmg words: “If the 
provision herein made shall, at any time, 
prove insufficient, the general assembly 
shall have power to levy such general 
tax upon the property of the state as may 
be necessary for the support of said school 
system.” The words ‘“‘the provision 
herein made” refer to all that now, by 
law, constitutes tae school fund, except 
the half rental of the state railroad. The 
28th paragraph, 1st article, contains the 
following provision: ‘The general as- 
sembly may grant the power of taxation 
to the county orities and municipal 
corporations, to be exercised within their 
several tcrritorial limits.” 

Here are presented two modes of 
raising the additional school fund neces- 
sary, the one by a law of general opera- 
tion, taxing the entire prcperty of the 
state; the other, by an act simply con- 
fcrring the power of taxation upon the 
county suthoritice and municipal corpo- 
rations. Noone has cver doubted the 
existence of the power conferred in the 
sixth article of tne constitution, Some 
did doubt whether the words quoted 
from the first article gave the General 
Assembly the uuthority to delegate the 

ower of taxing. for school purposes. 

his doubt was finally removed by a de- 

cision of the supreme conrt affirming the 
authority. It is thus settled beyond dis- 
pute that we have the choice between 
the twomodes, I have always been of 
the opinion that the present state school 
fund is as lerge a fund as the state ought 
to furnish, and have uniformly been op- 
posed to a general act taxing the prop- 
erty of the people of the state. I have 
opposed it mainly on the ground of the 
unequal operation of such an act. Undar 
a law taxing property ad valorem, end 
providing for the distribution of the 
proceeds upon the basis of school 
population, many counties of 
the state would pay, in the way of 
taxes, from two to four times 
as much as the quotas returned to them 
after apportionment, while others would 
receive from the general fund sums large- 
ly in excess of the amount of taxes paid 
by them, Such inequality of operation 
would render the policy of any law ut- 
terly indefensible. It would be found, 
further, that in all those counties receiv- 
ing more than tLe amount of taxes paid, 
all the expenses of living are invariably 
below an average, and consequcntly 
schools can be kept up in them at less 
than en average cost. ‘The wealthier 
counties would thus be heavily taxed to 
aid in keeping up unnccessari'y expensive 
schools in the poorer. In all these poorer 
counties fi.nds so easily obtained would 
be lavishly expended. Other objections 
of equal force could be urged, but 
enough has been said to show that a sys- 
tem supported wholly by general taxa- 
tion i8 utterly impracticable. 

I have been in favor of that method 
which would ‘supplement our present 
moderate state fund by giving to the 
county authorities the power of taxation 
to be exercised ®nly when approved by 
the people. There are many arguments 
in tavor of this policy, only a few of 
which I shall take the space to present. 

In the first place, the policy is but an 
extended application of the doctrine of 
local self-government—a doctrine alw ays 
held by the southern people, and render- 
ed doubly dear by the experience of the 
recent past. Any community of reason- 
able intelligépcey can manage its own 
affairs much better than they can be man- 
aged by a central auihority located ata 
distance. 

In the second place, no legislativn can 
be carried into practical operation and 
rendered eflicient, in popular govern- 
mepts, which is not sustained by the 
people. Give the county authorities the 
right of local taxation, the exercise of 
the right being conditioned upon the 
popular approval, and many of the coun- 
ties of the state would now demand the 
exercise of the right. Others would soon 
tolluw, on sceing the beneficial effects 
satisfactorily demonstrated by actual ex- 
periment. ‘Thus the people, instead of 
looking upon the schools as brought to 
them by a power ata distance, would 
regard them as the work of their own 
hands, and would rally enthusiastically to 
their support,cheerfully voting all needed 
supplies, and jealously watching all ex- 
penditures with a determined purpose 
that the money voted by them should be 
made to accomplish the greatest amount 
of good possible. Progress, under this 
policy, would be gradual], but not many 
years would won befoie we should have 
a system of public schools of greater or 
less efficiency in every county of the 
state. 

In the third piece, under a system 
supported mainly by local levies, rival- 
ryamong the counties would have a 
healthy effect in gradually bringing up 
the schools by the stimulus thus afforded 
* the highest state of efficiency attaina- 
ble. 

Lastly, Universal experience in other 
states, where the public school system 
has been in operation for many years, is 
in favor of the local we n the old- 
er states, the portion of the annual ex- 
penditures for schools derived from the 
state is very small, nearly all of their 
large educational expenditures being 
raised by local levies voluntarily impos- 
ed by the people themselves. In the 
northwestern states, the state fund is 
generaily much larger, the proceeds of 
their lands having been largely devoted 
to school purposes. In 18731 wrote to 
the superintendents of education in all the 
states and territories with a view to as- 
certaining the relative'amounts raised for 
school purposes in their respective ju- 
risdictions from local taxation and other 
sources. As the most fitting close to this 
paper, I give below an abstract of the re-

Twenty-two years ago, as the story 


runs, Mr. Pendley was living at Sugar 
Hill, Ga., and was then engaged in gold 
mining with Moses Lott. 
heard of avery rich silver mine from 
John Lumpkin. 


Lott had 


Lumpkin had heard of 
it from a Baptist preacher, who lived 


ncar Carnesville; the preacher had heard 
of it from a man who had died near 
him, and who on hia death-bed had 
given the preacher a minute description 
of the mine and its surroundings. 


Lott 
told Pendley that the stranger on his 
death—bed said that he and other South 
Carolinians had come out among the 
Indians hunting gold and silver ore; that 
they crossed the Oconee at Hurricane 
Shoals, proceeded along a well known 
Indian trail to the Chattahoochce, went 
down itto the mouth of a large creek, 
and in hunting a place to cross, went up 
the creek some distance, where two of 
the Carolinians—the stranger being one— 
were captured by a company of Span- 
iards, were carried at night some four or 
tive miles south of the head of the creek, 
and were put to work in a silver mine 
during each night, and just before day 
they took the silver ore upon their backs, 
went due south from the mine five miles 
to an island covered with an immense 
Swamp growth, and in the middle of 
this island, in arude shop, they worked 
ore and moulded the metal into silver 
dollars; that when the Indians found 
them out they filled up the mine with 
timber and dirt, buried as much asa 
wagon load of silver dollars in the mid- 
dle of the shop, burned down the shop, 
released the two South Carolinians, and 
left; that one of the Carolinians was lost, 
and that the dying man was on his way 
home with the great secret, which he 
aaa to the preacher on his death- 
be 


With this account Mr. Pendley set out 
in 1863 to find the mine answering to the 
description. It is situated two miles due 
north of Suwanee creck, in Gwinnett 
county, and the island is on Beaver Ruin 
creek, tive milés due south of the mine. 
On the island Mr. P. found cinders, In- 
dian vessels and implements, an 

hole in the ground, which had_ been fill- 
ed up by old Billy Chamblee, who clear- 
ed up the island, and who testified to hav- 
ing found the hole open. Mr. Pendley 
went to work on theold mine, and con- 
tinued until his small capital was speat, 
and he suspended. When again his means 
enabled him to renew his labors, the war 
came on and forsed him to defer it. In 
1871 he resumed work again alone, fol- 
lowed the oldtunnel by sinking shafts 
nearly two hundred feet, without fi 
anything but unm le evidence of 
the old tunnel, which was filled with 
leaves, brush, oak post and timber. A 
few weeks ago he reached the end of the 
old tunnel, and found a vein of mineral 
ore one and a half feet thick and fifteen 
feet wide. Above it there is a layer of 
white clay; beneath itthere is a hard 
yellow rock, and on each side there is a 
wall of very hard, blue sandstone.
